EAT TRAINER 
IN FREIGHT CAR 


Emerson Dietrich, Cor- 
nell Alumnus, Killed 
and Partly Devoured. 


/WARNED BY FIANCEE 


Bottle Fed Jungle Animal, 
‘Teddy,’ Jumps When 
Back Is Turned. 


Five young bottle fed performing lions, 
housed m a box car on a Santa Fe freight 
Siding at Sixteenth and Clark streets, be- 
came raging maneaters late yesterday after- 
noon when one of them discovered by chance 
that his own strength was superior to that 
of his trainer. 

Before rescuers arrived the trainer, Emer- 
son Dietrich, had been killed and partly 
eaten by his erstwhile peta. 

Dietrich was a Cornell graduate and son of 
a wealthy architect. 


Lions in Vaudeville Act. 

The lions belonged to a vaudeville act 
called Adgie and Her Lions,“ and were 
to have been shown early in July at a Chi- 
cago theater. Dietrich, who joined the act 
last fall, was to have married Miss Adgie 
Castillo, the owner of the animals. 


Dietrich was 25 and had been engaged by 


Miss Castillo as business manager and ad- 
Vance man, but it was his ambition to be- 
come an animal tamer. His flancée had 


| warned him the young lions some day might 


injure him. But he insisted on making play- 
mates of them, despite her pleading. 
George McCord, a more experienced “ ani- 
mal man, who has been in charge of thé 
lions since last fall, left the car at 3 o’clock 
to get milk for the four lion cubs who were 


caged apart from their grown kin. 


When McCord returned an hour later he 
found Dietrich in the car changing his cloth- 
ing. Dietrich announced his intention of 
‘tidying up the lion den, according to Me- 
Cord. 

McCord, accustomed to having Dietrich 
perform many of his duties, sat on his cot at 
the far end of the car and read while the 
embryo trainer dressed. 

Broom Only Defense. 

Miss Adgie has gone out to Lincoln park,” 
Dietrich informed him, as he slipped into a 
bathing shirt. We have been down at her 
lawyer s office all afternoon, and likely 
enough we'll start for the east tomorrow 
evening. We are trying to cancel our local 
contract so we can go direct to Atlantic 
City.“ 

Dietrich picked up a broom and stepped into 
the cage. 

“ Tou'd better take the fork,’’ MoCord 
counseled. “‘ They haven't had anything to 
eat since last night and they may cut up.” 

„What if they do?“ Dietrich called back. 
„They re just like playful puppies. If leven 
slap them with my hand they whimper.” 

But McCord was not so confident of the 
docility of his charges. McCord picked up 
the “‘ fork —a steel bar ending in a pair of 
sharp prongs—and went into the cage. He 
stood with his back against the gate, the fork 
poised. 

Teddy Rises and Yawns, 

Teddy, one of the cubs which had become 


ah especial pet of Dietrich’s, rose and yawned | 


when the Cornell man came toward it. 
Brutus, Nellie, Mutt, and Jeff, the other cubs, 
and their mcther, Trilby, followed Teddy's 
example. 

Teddy rose on haunches and waved a paw 
at Dietrich, who shook the broom at the 
beast, 

„Get down, Teddy! he commanded. 

The lion did not obey with usual alacrity 
and Dietrich told McCord to hand him the 
fork. He shook the broom again, but Teddy 
came on unsteadily, balancing on hind legs. 
It was a game the animal had played with 
Dietrich many times before—a game usually 
ended by a prod from the fork. ‘ 

Lion Leaps on Human Prey, 

For a moment Dietrich, who had retreated 
into a corner of the 10x10 cage, turned his 
back. Teddy dropped softly to the floor, 
erouched, and sprang. A gasp from McCord 
caused Dietrich to whirl around. He raised 
his arm and tried to dodge, but he was not 
quick enough. Teddy tumbled him over and 
sprawled on top of him. 

A moment later the lion, born in captivity 
and trained to regard man as master, was 
as wild as a beast of the jungle. Teddy 
sank his teeth in-Dietrich’s neck and clawed 
at hie breast. The other young lions and 
the mother sprang into the melee. McCord 
jabbed savagely at them with the fork, but 
his authority was lost. The beasts had 
scented blood and were pets no more.

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MANY ARE SAVED 
ON STORMY LAKE 


Sail Yachts and Launches 
Swamped and Disabled by 
Sudden Onslaught of 
Rain and Wind. 


PART OF FLEET MISSING. 


Awnings Torn from Excursion 
Steamers; 250 Passengers 
Drenched; Life Savers 
Busy. 


The worst electrical, wind, and rain storm 
of the year visited Chicago last. evening. 


Lashed by a high wind, the storm broke over | 


the city and lake with such suddenesss 
shortly before 6 o' clock that it caught scores 
of smaller craft on the lake unprepared. 
For the next two hours the life saving crews 
all along the lake shore worked frantically 
to save the lives of persons whose boats had 
become disabled by the gale and heavy sea. 
Even at a late hour all the fleet of thirty 
yachts which went over to the Michigan City 
races on Saturday had not been accounted 
for, but it was believed all of them ran into 
shelter somewhere along the lake shore. 
Almost fifty persons were rescued by the 
life savers. at ie 
Wind Tears Boat Awnings. 
Sailboats and small launches were tossed 
about in the heavy sea like eggshells. The 
wind ripped the awnings off of two small 
passenger steamers and 250 persons were 
drenched to the skin by the heavy downpour. 
Several buildings were struck by lightning 
and set on fire. The rain, driven by the gale, 
descended in blinding sheets and flooded a 
large number of basements. Fire companies 
were kept busy for several hours pumping 
them out. 
The Jackson park life savers sighted the 
sail yacht Prairie in distress off Sixty-eighth 
street. Nine mien were rescued from it, and 


it was towed in. Hardly had the lifesavers | 


reached the harbor when they were com- 
pelled to go at top speed to the aid of the 


Pitot, another sailboat, which had become 
disabled three miles off Sixty-fourth street. 


Four men were taken off it. 


Two Women, Girl, ant Baby Saved. 

"Phe life savers remained in their boat and 
assisted many other small craft to make the 
harbor. The Ferro, a twenty-five foot launch 
containing two men, two women, a 14 year 
old girl, and a baby, became disabled off 
Seventy-ninth street. The launch was on 
its way to Chicago from Riverdale when the 
gale struck. Efforts were made to put in to 
ghore, but the engine went dead. When the 
Jackson park crew reached the launch 
waves were breaking over its gunwales and 
the occupants were drenched by the rain. 

The women, the girl, and the baby were ex- 
hausted when reached. They were taken to 
the life saving station and were allowed to 


names were not learned. 

Ten employés of the Great Lakes Dredge 
and Dock company working on a raft at the 
new recreation pier off Grand avenue were 
blown a mile out into the lake after the raft 
broke its moorings. Capt. Carland discov- 
ered their predicament and put out with his 
crew to their assistance. 


Four Saved from Sloop. 

A twenty-five foot sloop, mahogany 
trimmed and expensively fitted, was 
swamped a mile and a half off the shore of 
Highland Park. The crew of four men were 
rescued by the volunteer life savers, but 
refused to give their names. 

The life savers and citizens of Highland 
Park brought dry clothing and hot drinks 
for the quartet and revived them. They 
were members of the Edgewater Boat club. 
One of the men was said to be W. H. Mun- 

oe, president of the Munroe & Southworth 
company, who lives at 1114 Columbia ave- 
nue. Munroe denied the report, however, 
when telephoned to. 


Family and Friends Saved. 

William Mitchell, his infant son, his wife, 
and two friends were unable to make the 
ghore at Forty-fifth street in a twenty-two 
foot launch, Pietro. The boat was all but 
swamped by the waves when the Jackson 
park life savers reached them and took them 
out of the water in which they were stand- 
ing almost knee deep. The partly submerged 
craft was towed in. The Fairy, a sail yacht, 
with four men aboard, was towed in a short 
while later by the Jackson park life savers. 

Capt. Carland’s crew rescued C. K. Cregier 
when his twenty-two foot launch, Glad Tid- 
ings, was whipped by the gale a mile off the 
Columbia Yacht club. Part of the cabin was 
torn away by the wind and the engine was 
disabled. Two other smaller craft were as- 
sisted into the harbor shortly afterward. 


Excursion Boats Damaged. 

The Panama, carrying fity passengers, 
and the Mineral City, with 200 passengers on 
hoard, both small steamers of the Lincolp 
Park Steamboat company, were caught in 
the storm before they could make the en- 
trance to the river. Their awnings were 
carried away and all the passengers were 
drenched.

LAW REQUIRING PERMITS 
FOR GUN BUYERS IN EFFECT. 


Ordinance Restricting Sale of Wea- 
pons Provides Purchaser Must First 
Get Permission from Police Chief. 


The Nance ordinance, designed to prevent 
the indiscriminate sale of firearms, goes into 
effect today. 

The time when the gunman could purchase 
a revolver in perfect Working order at any 
pawnshop or gun store by merely giving a 
name and address and a dollar or two passed 
at midnight. 

This morning the gunman who finds him- 
self without his favorite tool, as well as the 
citizen who wishes protection fof his home, 
must go to the office of the chief of police 
and apply for a permit. 

He must have as references the names of 
two persons who reside in the city and must 
give ‘his name, address, and his reason for 
desiring to buy a gun. 

Every proprietor of a pawnshop or gun 
store in Chicago will be notified this morning 
that no weapon is to be sold to any one not 
having a written permit and that it is now 
unlawful to display revolvers or guns of any 
kind in his shop windows.

GRAB ALL CLERK’S HIRE. 


Thrifty Jobholders Known to Have 
“Cleaned Up” Tidy Fortunes, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., June 21.—[Special.]— 
That tidy little fortunes are being accu- 
mulated by some members of congress was 
the assertion made today by a member of 
the house who has been studying the subject 
from the inside. 

Thrifty members, it is said, have “ cleaned 
up between $25,000 and $30,000 out of two 
terms in congress, while other members who 
have served five or six terms, and who come 
from districts-where the nomination is as 
good as an election, have become plutocrats, 
according to the standards of their commu- 
nities, out of the emdluments of their office, 


Members Hold Down Expenses. 

There are at least a score of representa- 
tives who are living on $1,800 a year and 
supporting. families. There are one or two 
senators whose expenditures for household 
expenses do not run over $2,500 a year. The 
perquisites attached to their offices fur- 
nish the sum necessary for their living ex- 
penses and their salaries of $7,500 a year 
are zalted away against the time when 
some other man will take their place in 
congress. 

The mileage allowance of members of con- 
gress varies aecording to the distance they 
have to travel to get to Washington, but 
the average is between $400 and $500 a ses- 
sion. It usually costs about a quarter of 
this sum to make the round trip. 


Saves Hire of Cierk. 

Representatives are allowed one clerk at 
$1,500 a year and senators have two, ranging 
from $1,500 to $2,500 a year. The frugal rep- 
resentative who is out for the money appoints 
his wife, or some other member of the family, 
as his clerk, and gets along by writing the 
necessary letters himself. 

Both senators and representatives get 
„ free shaves and free baths,“ and the 
stationery room furnishes most of the house - 
hold necessities, except food and clothing, at 
cost price.

The Nicaraguan treaty is recognition of 
the fact that the empire of the American 
nation again is increasing its boundaries, 
With or without the volition of the Ameri- 
can people, with or without their conscious 
effort or ambition, their outposts are moved 
farther and farther in the distance. 

Administrations come and go. They may 
be positive, pushful, and highly energized, 
such as that of Roosevelt; they may be 
negative, idealistic, and cautious, such as 
that of Wilson, but, whatever they are, 
under them the boundaries of the nation 
widen, its influence is spread out over larger 
territory and its word goes farther. 

We are laying out a trade route to the 
far east and are flanking it with Amer- 
jean possessions and American protecto- 


| rates, just as Great Britain laid out and 


fortified her great trade routes, The spirit 
of The nation is not one of conquest. It 
is not one of aggression. There is no am- 
bition for territorial enlargement. Presi- 
dent Wilson fervently says that we do not 
covet and shall not occupy another foot of 
land to be taken violently from another 
people, but all the time the boundaries ex- 
pand and new lands come directly or indi- 
rectly under American influence. 

It may not be manifest destiny, but ft is 
something beyond the power of administra- 
tions to control and it does not need the con- 
scious, ambitious activity of the nation. 
One event shapes itself to conform to an- 
other and the consistent plan becomes ap- 
parent. 

Now the b td which is trying 
to shuffle off responsibility for the Philip- 
pines finds itself forced, by considerations 
of national policy, humanity, and civiliza- 
tion, to assume virtual control of Nica- 
raguan affairs. 

This is not conquest, Mr. Wilson will say. 
It isn’t, but it gives us Nicaragua and pos- 
session is possession. We are not to ad- 
minister their domestic affairs, but the pro- 
tectorate to be established will be effective 
if not complete. 

The treaty, when favorably acted upon 
by the senate, will merely formalize and 
recognize the fact that Americans have 
been in possession of Nicaragua for some 
time.

They remained in pos- 
session of the capital and are there now.

MPEROR NICHOLAS—unless the al- 
leged attempt on his life last week has 
caused him to change his mind—is 
about to undertake a motor car tour 
throughout southern Russia, in order 

that he may gain a better understanding of 
the agricultural situation there and get 
into touch with the people of the various 
small towns and villages in that portion of 
his dominions which produces the greatest 
amount of foodstuffs for home consumption 
and especially for exportation. 

He will be accompanied by the minister 
of agriculture, M. Krivoschein, who for a 
year has been very high in favor at court 
and who is generally regarded as destined 
to become the premier at a very early date. 
He is the statesman who is responsible for 
the czar’s dismissal of the former prime min- 
ister, Kokovtzeff, and for the sovereign’s 
denunciation of the policy of fostering the 
érink monopoly as the principal source of 
revenue of the treasury. 


— 

It will be the first occasion of a Russian 
emperor making a tour in this fashion 
through the rural districts in an automobile. 
There have been a few precedents for such 
tours by the Russian rulers in other means 
of conveyance. Thus Catherine the Great, 
toward the close of the eighteenth century, 
determined to make a trip through southern 
Russia by carriage and by palanquin, with 
the object of becoming acquainted with the 
condition of her people there. Her favorite, 
Prince Potemkin, who also was her principal 
minister, caused whole villages to be con- 
structed overnight along the route by which 
she was traveling. 

The imperial party moved slowly and, 
thanks to this, the same picturesque vil- 
lages and the same well dressed peasants 
were able to do service over and over again 
all the way from Moscow to the Crimea, the 
empress being so delighted with the happy 
and prosperous appearance of her moujiks 
and the tidiness of their villages that she 
overwhelmed Potemkin with further hon- 
ors, casting into prison as sianderers those 
who had described to her the conditions in 
southern Russia as being deplorable and the 
population starving and inconceivably 
wretched. 

Emperor Alexander I. also made occasional 
trips through the southern provinces of Rus- 
sia by post chaise, and it was during one of

The recent official visit of the municipal 
dignitaries of London to Paris was signalized 
by a most undignified squabble for prece- 
dence between the lord mayor of London, 
Sir Vansittart Bowater, and Viscount Peel, 
who is the chairman of the London county 
council. The French authorities were in- 
clined to accord the foremost place in all 
the entertainments and state functions of 
one kind and another to the lord mayor, and 
were much disturbed by the insistence of 
Lord Peel in pushing himself forward. 

Thus, when the lord mayor was about to 
start his response to the speech of welcome 
with which the party was greeted, Lord Peel 
step forward and replied in his stead, 
af explaining that it was he alone 
who could speak in behalf of all the London 
municipalities included in the invitation. He 
assumed the game attitude at the grand 
banquet given by the city of Paris, declaring 
that the lord mayor had no right to speak 
for anything save the smallest one of the 
twenty-nine boroughs—that known as the 
city of

tral authority over the twenty-nine boroughs 
into which the capital of the United King- 
dom is divided; a capital which e..braces an 
area of about 80,000 acres and nearly 7,000,000 
inhabitants. Each of these twenty-nine 
boroughs has its own mayor and aldermen. 
The city of London is one of the smallest 
of the boroughs in question, having only 
673 acres, with a resident population of 23,- 
000, Its mayor is the only one of the twenty- 
nine- who is entitled to the prefix of lord.“ 
which dates from the reign of Richard II. in 
1389.

Although the lord mayor does not figure on 
the official table of precedence, yet he has 
always been accorded until now the prece- 
dence of a baron outside the city, while with- 
in its limits he ranks as an earl and wears 
the robes of that class of the peerage when 
welcoming royalties. Indeed, within the 
city limits he outranks every one in the 
United Kingdom, save the sovereign. The 
lord mayor also enjoys the time honored 
prerogative of acting as chief butler and 
cupbearer to the sovereign at the coronation 
banquet and receives a salary of $50,000 for 
his twelve months’ terms of office, whereas 
the chairman of the county council receives 
no salary whatever. 

The lord mayor, while in Paris, took occa- 
sion to assert his importance, which was 
readily acceded by the French, who have 
always regarded the “lor maire de Lon- 
dres as one of the greatest dignitaries of 
the United Kingdom—immeasurably supe- 
rior to the premier, the lord high chancellor, 
and even to the primate, Of course, the prin- 
cipal personage in London is the lord lieu- 
tenant of the county of London, as the sov- 
erelgn's representative, namely, the Marquis 
of Crewe, who is also secretary of state for 
India. 

The underlying idea of the county council 
is to trespass as little as possible on the au- 
thority of the borough governments merely 
exercising general supervision, and in the 
event of any abuse, instituting certain dis- 
ciplinary measures, while in extreme cases 
that department of the national government 
known as the local government board, to 
which all the municipalities of the United 
Kingdom are subject, is called ‘upon by the 
county council to intervene. 

It is considered probable that tn order to 
obviate the recurrence of any such unpleas- 
ant disputes as those which took place be- 
tween Lord Peel and Sir Vansittart Bowater 
the crown will at length determine the exact 
status of the chairman of the county council 
and his place in the table of precedence, It 
will be difficult to give him a pla o inferior 
to that of the lord mayor.

Lord Peel is the son of the former speaker 
of the house of commons, like him isa Union- 
ist and for several years represented Taun- 
ton in barllament. He served as war corre- 
spondent for one of the big London daily 
newspapers in the war of 1896 between 
Greece and Turkey, as well as in several of 
the Soudan campaigns; is tall, good looking, 
and very rich, through his marriage to the 
only child and sole heiress of the multi- 
UHonaire Lord Ashton, commonly known as 
“the linoleum king.“ the largest manufac- 
ay? in wel world of linoleum.

Peel, author of that remarkable autobiogra-

Baroness Bertha von Suter. 


Born June 9, 1843. Died June 21, 1914. 


Suttner, the Austrian writer who had de- 
voted most of her life to the cause of peace, 
and to whom was awarded the Nobel peace 
Prize in 1905, died today. 

Baroness von Suttner had been ill three 
weeks, She was undergoing a cure for obe- 
sity, which her constitution proved unable 
to bear, She gave instructions that her body 
be crentfated at Gotha without religious cere- 
mony, speeches, or flowers, her ashes to be 
deposited in a columbarium there. 

Born in 1843, the daughter of Field Marshal 
Count Franz von Kinsky, the baroness be- 
came noted as the editor of Die Waffen 
Nieder (Lay Down Your Arms), the maga- 
zine of the international peace bureau in 
Berne, which was named after a novel writ- 
ten by her in 1889, designed to spread the 
idea of peace throughout Germany and Aus- 
tria. 

When a girl, Baroness von Suttner was 
betrothed to Prince Adolf Wittgenstein, but 
he was killed in battle. In 1876 she was mar- 
ried to Baron Gundacar von Suttner, who 
died in 1902. In 1912, Baroness von Suttner 
spent six months in the United States, where 
she delivered a series of lectures to promote 
the cause of peace.

NAON WILL GIVE 
NEW PLAN TODAY 


Argentine Minister to Lay Pro- 
posal Before Mediators 
at Niagara. 


TAKE POLICY OF SILENCE. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., June 21.—[Special.}— 
The first full conference held by the Mexi- 
can and American delegates and the three 
South American mediators in more than a 
week will take place tomorrow morning. 

At this conference Dr. Naon, the Argentine 
minister, will explain the new suggestions 
which, in his mind, will justify them in con- 
tinuing their negotiations. He will explain 
to them just why there is more ground for 
hope of a successful outcome of the media- 
tion conference now than there appeared to 
be before he left Niagara Falls. 


Adopt Policy of Silence, 

From first hand information gathered it 
appears to be certain that a new policy of 
absolute silence will be followed by media- 
tors and delegates alike. The untimely pub- 
lication of the notes exchanged between the 
American and Mexican delegation has, it 
is admitted, greatly injured the cause for 
which those here were working, and it can 
be said that keen wee is felt on both sides 
on this score. 

No further official statements will be forth- 
coming from either side until some tangible 
step has been taken or some decisive agree- 
ment arrived at. 


May Not Enforce Armistice. 

Although there still are many here who be- 
lieve that the mediators are asdetermined as 
ever to make the participation of Carranza 
conditional upon the declaration of an armis- 
tice, there are others in the immediate en- 
tourage of the three South American diplo- 
mats who believe that a way out of this diffi- 
culty can easily be found.

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COLONEL AN ASSET 
OF REPUBLICANS 


Progressives Organize in Ef- 
fort to Bring Old Guard 
Into Line. 


NO MERGER THIS YEAR. 


» Washington, D. C., June 21.—[Special.}— 
With the purpose of either persuading or 
forcing the Republicans to nominate Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt as their presidential can- 
didate in 1916, the leaders of the Progressive 
party are perfecting organizations in practi- 
cally all of the states. 

The new party will be represented by a can- 
didate in nearly every congressional district 
in November, and thus, giving evidence of 
a nation-wide organization, is expected te be 
in s position to effect an agreement whereby 
Mr, Roosevelt will appear in the field in 1916 
as the Progressive-Republican candidate, 

It is the hope of some of the leaders of both 
parties that the two organizations will amal- 
gamate before the next national campaign. 
Should such a union of forces fail to eventu- 
ate, it is the belief of the Progressive leaders, 
and the hope of some of the Republicans, that 
the parties will unite in naming Mr. Roose- 
velt. i 

No Amalgamation This Tear. 

There is no prospect of an amalgamation 
of the two parties this year. There may be 
gentlemen's agreements between the parties 
here and there, and possibly fusion in one or 
two states, but as a general proposition the 
Progressives intend to go it alone. 

Organizations have been whipped into 
shape in nearly all the states, candidates 
have been or will be named, and the Progres- 
sives hope to put up a front that will impel 
Republicans who are not now disposed to 
make terms to listen to reason.“ 

Republicans who are willing to compromise 
on Mr. Roosevelt if by so doing they are 
assured of victory are hopeful’ that the 
former president will so conduct himself this 
year as not to interfere with the formulation 
of plans to name him as the party candidate 
two vears hence. 


Pinchot- Perkins War a Factor. 

A good deal of interest has been incited in 
Washington in the fight started by Amos and 
Gifford Pinchot to drive Geo:ige W. Perkins 
out of the Progressive organization. 

This warfare is not approved by the leaders 
here. Their sympathies are with Mr. Perkins 
and they are free in their predictions that 
Mr. Perkins will not be ousted. The state- 
ment was made by one Progressive leader 
today that Gifford Pinchot was pulled into 
the fight against his will, but that at heart 
he really disapproves of the course of his 
brother Amos. 

Financially,, Mr. Perkins is an important 
part of the Progressive organization. He 
gave freely to the campaign fund in 1912, and 
unless driven off the executive committee is 
expected to subscribe liberally this year. 
For this reason at least it is the hope of the 
leaders here that the fight on Mr. Perkins 
will fail.

SULLIVAN MEN FOR PEACE 


Reports of a split in the H. H. faction of the 
Cook county Democracy were numerous 
yesterday.

It is known that 
Owens has the backing of the Hearst element 
of the combination, but the County judge is 
not popular with Mayor Harrison and many 
of the mayor’s leading supporters.

Question Owens’ Fidelity. 

The mayor’s friends charge that Judge 
Owens has not treated their faction with all 
the political fidelity that is customary, and 
they see no particular reason why he should 
receive their support. 

Charles Kellerman, a member of the elec- 
tion commission, and Judge Owens’ ap- 
pointee, is said to be eager to make the race 
for the nomination for sheriff on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. He has Owens’ indorsement, 
it is said, and also has a leaning toward 
Roger Sullivan. 

Leaders in the Harrison and Sullivan fac- 
tions expect to see an open break between 
Judge Owens and the mayor before the peti- 
tions are filed. It is known that a committee 
of H-H men has been trying to patch up a 
harmony program between the Sullivan, 
Harrison, and Dunne factions of the Democ- 
racy for several weeks with little result.

Abolishment of wine rooms and booths 
and the removal of screens and shades from 
all the saloons in Chicago is asked in reso- 
lutions adopted yesterday at a business 
meeting of the forty-third convention | of 
the. Catholic Total Abstinence Union of Illi- 
nois. The meeting was held in Paulist hall 
at 804 South Wabash avenue. 

The resolutions commend Mayor Harri- 
son for his order removing ‘ladies’ en- 
trance“ signs from saloons and the city 
council for its action in lowering the height 
of booths, but a sentiment was expressed 
that still further drastic action is needed 
to sever entirely the social evil from the 
liquor traffic, 


Would Restrict Dance Bars. 

As another step in this direction, the 
resolutions request that the serving of 
drinks be stopped in dance halls at 1 o’clock, 
the same as in saloons and cafés. Under 
the present ordinance, intoxicants may be 
sold in dance halls under special permits for 
several hours after the saloons have closed. 

It was pointed out at the meeting that it 
is in the dance halls, rather than in the 
cafés and saloons, that boys and girls come 
in contact with liquor and often take their 
first drink, and yet these places are the 
ones which are stanted the greatest privi- 
leges. 

The resolutions also praise Secretary Dan- 
iels for his order barring alcoholic bever- 
ages from the navy. 


Work in Parochial Schools. 

Mrs. Leonora Meder, head of the depart- 
ment of public welfare, the only woman city 
commissioner in the country, asserted that 
there would be no saloon problem if wom- 
en were granted universal suffrage. 

Our greatest efforts just now are being 
put forth in teaching the children of the 
parochial schools the dangers of intoxi- 
cants, she said. One of our greatest 
tasks is to teach the foreign element of our 
church that it is not best to engage in the 
saloon business in any way.“ 

The growth of the society and its future 
program were outlined by the Very Rev. P.

SEE GRAFT ITEMS 
IN HARBOR BILL 


Some Senators to Fight the 
Passage of Congression- 
al Pork Barrel 
Measure. 


NO GOOD TO THE PEOPLE. 


Past Experiences Have Shown 


the Big Corporations Have 
Derived All the 
Benefit. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 21.—{Special 4 
vigorous fight on the river arid harbor pork 
barrel appropriation bill will start the latter 
part of-this week in the senate. 

A group of senators, headed by Senators 
Borah of Idaho and Kenyon of Iowa, will 
attempt to defeat the entire bill. Failing in 
this, they will seek to strike out many items 
they regard as pure graft. 

They will fight the whole bill on the gen- 
eral ground that the people will receive no 
direct benefit from its passage, but private 
corporations, particularly railroads, fertil- 
izer companies, dredging concerns, and 
steamship lines, will get the advantage at 
government expense. 


Arguments Against Bill. 
Arguments will be made to show: 

First—That the railways own or con- 
trol the greater part of the waterways 
transportation of the country and exer- 
cise a virtual monopoly. 

Second—That foreign steamship lines 
have contractual relations with the rail- 
roads which control the domestic lines. 

Third—That practically all the water- 
way terminals in the lange cities of the 
country are owned or controlled by the 
railroads or their subsidiaries. 

Fourth—That municipal wharves and 
piers are small in number and usually 
leased to private interests or individ- 
uals. 

Fifth—That the railroads are contrib- 
uting to the support of many waterways 
projects and for years have maintained 
a lobby to get waterways appropria- 
tions through congress. 

Sixth—That the taxpayers get abso- 
lutely no benefit from the expenditures 
on waterways because of the monopoly 
the railroads hold over water transpor- 
tation and also because the amount of | 
freight shipped by water is growing 
smaller annually, 

Seventh—That many of the rivers 
which get large appropriations never can 
become navigable, even if it were advisa- 
ble to make them navigable for commer 
cial purposes. 


Senate Adds to Appropriation. 

In analyzing the bill the senators will 
point out that as it passed the house it car- 
ried appropriations of $43,289,000 in cash, 
authorizations of $32,897,891 for new proj- 
ects, and also $6,590,000 in the sundry civil 
bill for cont#nuations. The senate has added 
to this sum $10,352,000. 

Among the instances of useless appropria- 
tions which will be cited are these: 

Improving the harbor at Bridgeport, 
Conn., $178,000. The harbor front is owned 
and controlled by the New York, New Haven, 
and Hartford ‘railroad. This railroad will 
get the direct benefit from the improve- 
ment and the people will not get any lower 
freight rates, according to the senators. 

To purchase the Chesapeake and Dela- 
ware canals, $2,250,000. The house appro- 
priated $1,300,000 for this item and the sen- 
ate increased it $950,000. The Baltimore 
dredging companies will receive the great- 
est benefit directly, though the railway in- 
terests of Pennsylvania have been urging 
the purchase of the canal for years. 

Harbor of refuge, Cape Lookout, N. C., 
$1,826,000, This is one of twénty-six items 
in the bill for North Carolina projects. The 
only benefits, if any, will go to the coast- 
wise shipping trust. 


Black Warrior River Costly. 

The Black Warrior river, Alabama, $750,- 
000. As the bill passed the house, the item 
was for $500,000. It was increased $250,000 
in the senate. Up to the present time the 
Black Warrior and Warrior rivers have re- 
ceived a total of $9,151,295 from the govern- 
ment. During the last year, including inter- 
est charges and all, it cost the government 
$396,546 to carry 5,460 tons of freight on these 
rivers. 

The Red river, Arkansas and Texas, $100,- 
000.—All told, $2,548,377 has been spent on 
this river, and for every ton of freight that is 
carried the government has paid out $93, ac- 
cording to the senators opposing the river 
and harbor bill this year. 

Quachita river, Arkansas, $664,000—This 
project before completed is scheduled to cost 
64.875,84. 33. Last year there was not a ton 
of traffic through certain locks already com- 
pleted. It cost the United States $14 for 
every ton carried on the entire river. 


Representative Frear Bill’s Foe. 

Most of the facts relating to the grabs have 
been gathered by Representative Frear of 
Wisconsin, who led the fight againat the pork 
barrel in the house. 

The senators who will make the fight in 
the senate have urged Mr. Frear to submit all 
of his figures to them and they have paid him 
the further compliment of asking him to be 
present in the senate during the struggle 
over the bill. If he accepts the invitation, 
there will be presented the unusual sight of 
a member of one house of congress partici- 
pating directly in legislation in another. 

If it becomes apparent they cannot gather 
enough votes to defeat the measure, Senators 
Borah and Kenyon plan to talk it to death. 
They will filibuster through the remainder of 
the session, they say, if necessary to win 
their fight.

Cause of Political Battle. 

Charges of scandal in the purposes of both 
treaties and in the methods adopted to gain 
ratification have occupied public attention 
during the last week to the obscuration 
of the actual merits and demerits of the 
respective proposals. 

The movement in behalf of the Colombian 
treaty proposing an unwarranted apology 
and unreasonable concessions by this gov<- 
ernment, arousing political controversy over 
the Roosevelt canal policy and stirring up 
public indignation over the lobbying cam- 
paign conducted by its promofers, has sunk 
beneath a weight it could not carry.
